To weld the fighting 
forces into an efficient machine, ready to 


carry out the commander’s orders, much 
study has been and is being devoted to 
the composition of modern armies, and 


the organization and armament of the 


various branches. 


Mobility Chief Characteristic. 


On analysis, we find that each arm 
of the service possesses certain char- 
acteristics and that each is retained in 


the Army organization as it has a definite 
role in a great team. The greatest char- 
acteristic of the Cavalry is its mobility. 
This is a quality which permits cavalry to 


advance over any terrain in extended 
order formation and without undue 
losses. It brings the soldier fresh into 


dismounted combat after traversing long 
distances. Coupled with mobility we have 


fire power and the ability to transport 
this fire power. These characteristics 
place at the disposal of the commander 
an arm of opportunity—one that he can 
use to strike the enemy in flank or rear; 


to fill a gap in the line of battle; to use 
asa mobile reserve or to pursue a beaten 
foe and enable the infantry to reap the 


fruits of victorv. 


Fulfills Many Roles. 


Cavalry, due to its inherent qualities, 
fullills many other roles on the battle- 
field. During the opening phases of a 


campaign, it operates to the front, covers 
the and concentration, and 
in cooperation with the air corps de- 
termines the enemy concentration areas, 
his routes of advance and secures the 
identifications so necessary to the army 
commander. In the advance, Cavalry is 
used provide security for forces in 
rear; to prevent the enemy from gaining 
information of our movements and to de- 
feat the enemy cavalry should their 
activities interfere with the army mis- 
sion. In combat Cavalry cooperates with 
other arms by affording battle reconnais- 
sance; perventing the enemy from bring- 
ing up reserves, and guarding those sen- 
sitive points the flank and rear, thus re- 
lieving the main force of anxiety in these 
directions. Cavalry is an indispensable 
part army because of the im- 
portance of those services that it alone 
can render, or that it can perform better 
than any other troops.

Owing to conditions under which the | 
flleet, than a 140 ships strong,

York, the original plan will probably be | 
abandoned and, if the President con- | 
sents, the review will be staged off the 
Virginia Capes, in the historical setting 
where two of his predecessors, President 
Roosevelt and President Wilson, watched 
the great fighting craft steam past, 
thundering out the Presidential salute of 
21 guns and the crews lining the rails 
at attention. 

Until a final decision is reached by the 
President, no definite plans will be made 
but tentative arrangements are under 
consideration. The fleet is scheduled to 
leave Guantanamo Bay April 23 and will 
arrive off the mouth of Chesapeake Bay 
on the twenty-eighth. It is probable that 
the Presidential party aboard the May- 
flower will leave Washington the eve- 
ning before and meet the fleet just out- 
side the Capes. In the event of heavy 
weather, the Mayflower, not being the 
most comfortable of crafts in a rough 
sea, it is possible that the fleet may 
steam in in review

and pass before the 
Mayflower in the more sheltered waters 
of the bay. 

In the event that President 
decides to take this opportunity to make 
his first review of the Naval Forces, it 
is expected a naval vessel will be placed 
at the disposal of governmental officials 
and members of the press, at Fortress 
Monroe where the party can go aboard 
and accompany the Mayflower to the re- 
viewing ground.

The changes announced by the De- 
partment during the week are the ap- 


pointment of Brig. Gen. Briant H. Wells 
to the post of Deputy Chief of Staff, 
succeeding Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, whose 
orders sending him to the Fifth Corps 
Area, have been revised so that he will 
now proceed to Fort-Hamilton New York 
to take Command of the First Division, 
now under temporary command of Brig. 
Gen. Hugh O. Drum. It is expected that 
Gen. Wells will be appointed Major Gen- 


eral within the next few weeks. 
Brig. Gen. Ewing E. Booth, now in 


command of the Cavalry School at Fort 
Rilev, Kans., has been appointed As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, G-4, relieving Gen. 
Wells. 

Brig. Gen. C. J. Symmonds, U. S. A., 
is relieved from command of the 2dn Cay. 
Brigade, Fort Bliss, Tex., Apr. 30, and 
assigned to duty commandant, the 
Cavalry School, Fort Riley, Kans. 

Brig. Gen. Frank Parker, commanding 
the 2d Brigade at Madison Barracks, New 
York, will be relieved of his command 
and assigned to duty as Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-3, replacing Maj. Gen. Malin

Nations. Notice of such increase would 
have to be given before made, and when 
the necessity therefor disappeared im- 
mediate return to the normal basis 
would be made.

Effectives Described. 

The Land Section of the proposal de- 
scribes as effectives, troops which, with- 
in a certain period, would be available 
for dispatch to the firing line and in- 
cludes reservists. The number of regular 
officers must not exceed one to every 
15 men serving with the colors, and of 
non-commissioned officers one to every 
nine men. The naval section declares 
the tonnage of any one ship and the 
number and tonnage of all ships and the 
class and calibre of guns mounted in 
such ships must not exceed the figures 
agreed upon. The Air section limits the 
number of shore based aricraft to serv- 
types maintained in commission as

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Services Ready to 
Meet Chinese Crisis 


[JEVELOPMENTS of the past few days 
in China which reached a crisis in 
the events at Nanking, are causing the 
deepest concern in official circles and no 
attempt is made to minimize the gravity 
of the situation. 
With the Government 
standing solidly behind him and with 
instructions to use his own

Navy Forces Held Adequate. 

Forces under Admiral Williams are 
considered adequate to handle the pres- 
ent situation and no official intimations 
are given us to what steps are con- 
templated in case of eventualities. 

While the real outbreaks have been 
confined so far to a few “sore spots,” 
Nanking, Hankow and Shanghai, there 
is grave danger of the Cantonese leaders 
losing control of their forces and a gen- 
eral uprising against the foreigners. In 
such event it is generally believed that 
the next step would be a movement of 
troops and the dispatch of warships to 
the I'ar East. 

P. I. Troops Available. 

With more than 9,000 troops available 
in the Philippines, a part of which could 
be sent immediately, it is understood that 
the plans under consideration by the 
General Staff contemplate the embarka- 
tion on the west coast of at least a di- 
vision of troops in the event that it be- 
comes necessary to undertake any move- 
ment on a large scale. Maj. Gen. C. P. 
Summerall’s familiarity, from his past 
service in the Far East, of the situation 
are standing him in good stead, and he 
is personally handling the situation in 
the War Department. 

Further reinforcement of the marines 
in China could be effected only by with- 
drawing the remaining 3,000 at Quantico 
and in view of the unsettled condition 
in Nicaragua and Mexico it is doubtful 
whether it would be considered advisable 
to move them at present. 

Brig. Gen. Smedley Butler reported to 
Admiral Williams on March 25 and has 
assumed command of the 1,500 marines 
with headquarters at Shanghai. 

Powers Cooperating. 

Closest cooperation between Admiral 
Williams, ranking naval officer at Shang- 
hai, and the British commander-in-chief, 


Vice Admiral Tyrwitt, with the naval 
forces of the other countries, is indi- 
cated by the official dispatches. While 


there -has been no change in Washing- 
ton’s policy of independent action, the 
military representatives of the various 
powers on the scene are working closely 
together and taking concerted action to 
protect all foreigners. 

So far no fatalities among the Ameri- 
can naval personnel have been reported 
but an unknown number of American 
citizens have been killed and wounded in 
the outrages in various localities. 

Action taken by Rear Admiral H. H. 
Hough in threatening to treat Nanking 
as a military area unless protection was 
afforded all foreigners, his strong dis- 
patch to the commanders in chief and 
the laconic reply of Admiral Williams, 
“Use your own judgment in handling the 
situation,” bid fair to become an epoch

Ore E more the ghost of thé war de bts cancellation is stalking through the pages 
of the daily press, resurrected this time not by a debtor nation, but by members 

of ine faculties of two of the foremost seats of learning in this country, Columbia 
and Princeton. The initiative for a revision downward of the debt settlements 
came from Columbia some time last December. More recently, Princeton professors 
headed by President Hibben, have backd Columbia’s stand in the matter. Seeretary 
of the Treasury, Mellon’s letter to President Hibben setting forth the facts and 
figures which represent the congent reasons for the Administration’s attitude as to 
debt settlements coupled with statements which emanated from Columbia and 
Princeton, has been strongly commended, and to a lesser extent sharply criticized. 
Comments range from “Piffling Princeton Professors,” a caption lifted from one 
of the foremost mid-western age als, to those which indicate that a revision down-

be not only a generous but an advis on the ground that America 


would collect more in trade from a secure and stablized Europe than it would 
from the collection of the ten billions of indebtedness. 
'PHE Kansas City Star (Republican), under the heading “One-sided debt cancel- 


lation” suggests that America during the war paid in cash about four 
and a quarter billions to European nations for supplies and services while the 
Europeans paid us in notes for our supplies and services it would be only fair if 
these notes are to be wiped out that Europe return us our four and a quarter billions. 

The Colorado Springs Gazette (Independent), believes Europe has “profited 
handsomely by the funding operations,” also “If it’s spirit is not all it should be, 
the answer may be found in part in such activities as the Columbia and Princeton 
professors are fostering.” The Gazette also believes that even if the debts were 
cancelled it would not promote friendship for “Good spirit is not purchased at a 
price. American cancellationisis and internationalists are making it more and more 
difficult to attain.” 


HE Chicago Tribune (Republican), says Secretary Mellon was 
voked” to write President Hibben a letter concerning the debt 
gestions of the Princeton professors. To further quote the Tribune: 
“The persistent efforts of Atlantic seaboard professors to get the United States 
into court for non-support of the rest of the world would make almost any sensible 
citizen impatient, even Mr. Mellon, who is too busy to remonstrate every time a 
professor finds that all his pores are opening and he is being overcome with a 
forward looking urge and a desire to wash his country’s dirty face.” 


TPHE Cleveland Plain Dealer (Independent), remarks that Mr. Mellon’s letter to 

President Hibben “will convince no one in this country who believes with the 
Columbia and Princeton faculties that the debt question ought to be reopened and 
reconsidered in the light of current conditions. Some points in his argument will 
be used to American disadvantage in further consideration of the question 
abroad. 

“Whether our debt policy is right or wrong, the conviction is firmly established 
in the minds of all our former allies that we have driven a hard bargain and “reg- 
istered our unwillingness to bear a portion of the war cost which could be borne 
more easily here than by our war debtors. Under such conditions it does not follow

In response to the claim set up by them, and by others before them, that 
our loans during the war were contributions to a common cause, and therefore 
should be canceled, he says that if this is true then the services and supplies which 
we obtained from Great Britain and France during the war should be, and should 
have been, regarded as contributions to a common cause. We paid out hundreds of 
millions of dollars in cash to those Governments for goods and service necessary 
to our participation in the war. We paid for example, as a single instance, ie 


$90,000,000 to Great Britain for transportation of our troops and other essentials, 
across the Atlantic. No one has ever suggested that the United States 
be reimbursed for these vast payments to France and Great Britain as an incident 
of debt settlement. There would be great excitement across the water if this 
proposed. But we paid cash for their contributions to ‘the common cause’ and we can 
see no reason why they should not pay for ours to ‘the common cause.’ ”

THE New York Times (Democrat), says Mr. Mellon’s reply to President Hibber 


while it apparently was intended to discourage further discussion of the war 
debts in actual fact promotes it. Also that Mr. Mellon “raises more questions than 
he lays. The Times finds that “on the formal, purely legal side” Mr. Mellon “is 
strong.” The Times editorial, in its usual masterly vein, dissects the letter bit by 
bit. Regarding the German reparations payments the Jimes says among other 
things: 

“Taking up the assertion that it is unwise to impose tremendous burdens of 
taxation for two generations on friendly countries, in order to exact from them 
what they legally owe us, the Mellon letter undertakes to show that it is only 


Germany that will pay for so long a time. * * But this is only to transfer 


the difficulty from one set of shoulders to another. If it is unreasonable and intoler- 
able to believe that France should be paying money into our Treasury sixty-two 
years from now, the same is true, in measure and degree, of Germany. Moreover, 
Secretary Mellon speaks without any seeming dislike or apprehension of a possible 
situation which thoughtful American financiers have contemplated with something 
like dismay—a situation, that is, in which there shall be only one creditor nation, 
the United States, and only one debtor nation, Germany. This is a part of the im- 
pending future complication which American bankers and business men, as well as 
professors and economists, have looked forward to with alarm. But the Mellon Ie tter

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Facts and Theories of War Debts Settlements Disumed: by ‘Editors

ONC E sore the ghost of thé war debts cancellation is stalking through the pages 

of the daily press, resurrected this time not by a debtor nation, but by members 
of ine faculties of two of the foremost seats of learning in this country, Columbia 
and Princeton. The initiative for a revision downward of the debt settlements 
came from Columbia some time last December. More recently, Princeton professors 
headed by President Hibben, have backd Columbia’s stand in the matter. Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mellon’s letter to President Hibben setting forth the facts and 
figures which represent the congent reasons for the Administration’s attitude as to 
debt settlements coupled with statements which emanated from Columbia and 
Princeton, has been strongly commended, and to a lesser extent sharply criticized. 
Comments range from “Piffling Princeton Professors,” a caption lifted from one 
of the foremost mid-western —-~ als, to those which indicate that a revision down- 
ward or complete cancellation of debts contracted for “a common cause” would 
be not only a generous but an advisable thing to do, on the ground that America 
more in trade from a secure and stablized Europe than it would 
ten billions of indebtedness.

debts in actual fact promotes it. Also that Mr. Mellon “raises more questions than 
he lays. The Times finds that “on the formal, purely legal side’ Mr. Mellon “is 
strong.” The Times editorial, in its usual masterly vein, dissects the letter bit by 
bit. Regarding the German reparations payments the Times says among other 
things: 

“Taking up the assertion that it is unwise to impose tremendous burdens of 
taxation for two generations on friendly countries, in order to exact from them 
what they legally owe us, the Mellon letter undertakes to show that it is only 
Germany that will pay for so long a time. * * * But this is only to transfer 
the difficulty from one set of shoulders to another. If it is unreasonable and intoler- 
able to believe that France should be paying money into our Treasury sixty-two 
years from now, the same is true, in measure and degree, of Germany. Moreover, 
Secretary Mellon speaks without any seeming dislike or apprehension of a possible 
situation which thoughtful American financiers have contemplated with something 
like dismay—a situation, that is, in which there shall be only one creditor nation, 
the United States, and only one debtor nation, Germany. This is a part of the im- 
pending future complication which American bankers and business men, as well as 
professors and economists, have looked forward to with alarm. But the Mellon lett er 
dismisses it with easy grace as if it were the most natural thing in the world.

The French proposal reiterates the 
principle of global tonnage, and em- 
phasizes it should be left to the various 
powers to use that tonnage for the con- 
struction of the type of warships best 
suited for their particular needs.

2%. The American Government is opposed 
to the project of Commissions of Inquiry 
to investigate the conduct of nations in the 
matter of armaments. 

The American Government does not 
consider the insertion in the proposed con- 
vention a prohibition of certain forms of 
warfare us germane to the question of limi- 
tation of national armaments, considers 
chemical in training matters as essential, 
and holds that to forbid it would, in its 
broadest meaning, put an end to chemical 
and medical research. 

4. The American Government holds that 
military expenditure constitutes neither a 
real measure for comparison of armaments, 
nor an equitable basis for the limitation 
of armaments. 

5. The American Government holds with 
reference to the possibility of drawing up 
a scale of armaments permissible to vari- 
ous countries, that the only factor which 
can be applied with any accuracy is that 
of population, and that the application of 
this factor to the matter of limitation or 
reduction of armaments should be merely 
a basis for the determination of the maxi- 
mum allowable for the personnels in armed 
forces.

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Navy to Start Filling Oil 
Storage Tanks at Honolulu 


FELLING of the 4,200,000 barrel oil 

storage tanks at Honolulu built by 
Edward Doheny under his contract for 
leasing the California Naval oil reserve 
lands which was vitiated by the recent 
Supreme Court decision, is to be started 
about June 1, and will be completed with- 
in a year. 

Rear Adm. H. H. Rousseau, receiver, 
who has been negotiating with the vari- 
ous oil companies to work out an agree- 
ment whereby the Navy can keep the 
maximum amount of oil under ground 
and also for an exchange of crude roy- 
alty oil for fuel oil, is due in Washington 
next Monday and an official announce- 
ment of the departmental policy is ex- 
pected as soon as his report is submitted. 

Minimum of 97,000 Barrels. 

Under present conditions there are 
83,000 barrels of royalty oil per month 
from Reserve No. 1 and 84,000 barrels 
from No. 2 which is augmented by the 
royalty from the Doheny lease which 
is still effective. The amount of oil that 
will be available for filling the tanks in 
Hawaii will depend entirely on the agree- 
ment reached with companies operating 
just outside the reserves but it is rough- 
ly estimated at a minimum of 97,000 
barrels of fuel oil in exchange for the 
crude, delivered at Pearl Harbor and a 
maximum of 331,000 barrels. 

The storage tanks at Pearl Harbor 
now have 1,500,000 barrels of fuel oil in 
them and it is estimated that the re- 
maining 2,700,000 barrels will be avail- 
able in less than a year. 

Legality Not Questioned. 

There is no question of the legal right 
of the Navy to exchange crude oil for 
fuel oil, the necessity of this being 
recognized in view of the fact that there 
are no governmental facilities for re- 
law holds that the Navy can also ar- 
fining. An unofficial interpretation of the 
range for delivery of the fuel cil at 
Hawaii, the transportation charges be- 
ing paid in crude oil. This however is 
one of the questions to be officially set- 
tled after Admiral Rousseau makes his 
report. 

Another proposal under consideration 
is the making of contracts for delivery 
of the fuel oil in exchange for the crude 
at San Diego or ciher west coast points 
and the transportation to Hawaii in 
Naval tankers. This would effect a eon- 
siderable saving. For instance in lieu 
of the minimum of 97,000 barrels de- 
livered at Pearl Harbor, delivery at west 
points would give about 145,000 
barrels. Two tankers are available on 
the west coast and others can be sent 
around if this procedure is adopted.

REAR ADM. LUUIS McC. NULTON, 

U. S. N., Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, in a letter to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation made public today 
rejected as inadvisable a proposal to ap- 
point a commission to revise the Naval 
Academy curriculum. Adm. Nulton 
pointed out that the course at the Naval 
Acajlemy is constantly being modified 
to ep abreast of the development of 
science and the of the Fleet. 
He stated that “the average educator in 
civil life, ng matter how distinguished 
he may be, has almost invariably failed 
to appreciate the fact that the Naval 
Academy has a special mission for a 
particular purpose and that it is not 
merely a created for a liberal 
education.” 

The Admiral further pointed out that 
the Naval Academy instruction methods 
have been subject to attack for 20 years 
from the outside and that those who 
made the attacks after visiting the Acad- 
familiarizing themselves with 
have almost invariably 
ceased their attacks. He supported his 
contentions by quoting from the 1925 
and 1926 annual reports of the Superin- 
tendents which called attention to the 
adoption of Naval Academy methods in 
other educational institutions.

—" GEN. LaROY S. UPTON, U. S. 

A., who died at Honolulu, Tr. H., 
March 1, was on a pleasure trip and 
suffered from a brief illness of less than 
three days prior to his death. The Army 
and Navy Journal takes this opportunity 
of correcting the obituary in its issue 
of March 5, which erroneously stated 
that Gen. Upton had been ill for some 
time. 

A tribute to Gen. Upton “by his old 
First Sergeant,” sent by Maj. E. Kemp, 
Ord.-Res., follows: 

Having been privileged to know person- 
ally the late General LaRoy 8S. Uptor for 
nearly a quarter of a century, and during 
that time having spent several years as his 
first sergeant in the old army, I feel that 
I know and understand him as well as any 
person who ever served with or under him, 
and it is through a keen sense of loyalty 
and deep feeling of affection for this of- 
officer that I am prompted to thus briefly tes- 
tify of his goodness and greatness as an 
officer and a gentleman. 

General Upton neither stood for ner en- 
couraged a passive middle of the road pol- 
icy. He could not foster an untruth nor 
wjnk at crookedness. Either a proposition 
was all right and proper else it was all 
wrong and improper. However, if right, he 
— be counted on to vigorously further 

but if wrong he opposed it with the same 
p scone of vigor. 

Lack of decision was not in the Gen- 
eral’s make up. You could depend on se- 
curing a decisive reply or solution to any 
question or problem before him. He was 
firm, just and fair in all his dealings with 
officers and men alike. His demands upon 
those serving under him were tempered ac- 
cording to the degree of known intelligence 
and position of an individual. He did net 
expect to find a matured head on a pair of 
young and inexperienced shoulders nor the 
same degree of intelligence displayed by 
men as officers. 

There wére times in General Upton’s life, 
the same as incident to any other officer, 
when his motives were not fully under- 
stood due to his policy of hewéng straight 
to the line and allowing the chips. to fall 
where they would. However, he who with- 
held hasty’ judgment until the General’s 
motives were more thoroughly understood 
was duly convinced that such motives and 
actions were right and that to have has- 
tily considered him as hard and intolerant 
at first would have been doing him an in- 
justice. 

General Upton was utterly fearless and 
demonstrated that fact not only on the bat- 
tle field but in his every day life. I well 
recall a remark he made to his company one 
day, viz: “It takes a braver man to be 
absolutely honest and tell the simple, un- 
adulterated truth than it does to face the 


‘bullets on the battle field.” 


Just, brave and true—-it may well be 
caid of him: He fouzht a good fight; he 
finished his course, he » Re Reps the faith. 


Lt. Col. George Ww. Winterburn, U. S 
A., quartermaster instructor, 40th Di- 
vision, with staticn at Sacramento, 
Calif., died on Mar. 10, 1927, in Sacra- 
mento. He was born’ in Sacramento, 
Calif., Dec. 1, 1869, and was appointed 
a first lieutenant, 9th Cav. on Feb. 2, 
1901.

Among other dutics, Colonel Winter- 
burn served in Mexico, Siberia and 
Czechoslovakia and was awarded the 
French Legion of Honor and the Czecho- 
slovakian cross of honor for World War 
services. 

The death on Mar. 20,.1927, in Pasa- 
dena, Calif., of Capt. Templin Morris 
Potts,’ U. S. N., retired, was reported to 
the Navy Department Mar. 22. Capt. 
Potts has been on the retired list since 
June 30,1913, returning to active service 
during the World War to act as senior 
member of the board of inspection and 
survey. During his retirement he has 
been living on the Pacific Coast and has 
been active in the formation of the Army 
and Navy Club of San Francisco, as well 
as being affiliated with many clubs and 
societies there. 

Born in 1855 he was a presidential ap- 
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pointee to the Naval Academy at Anna- 
polis, Md., graduating in 1876. In 1902 
he was selected to be naval attache at 
Berlin, Vienna, and Rome. In 1905 he 
was ordered as Governor of Guam where 
he remained until 1907. In 1909 he was 
ordered to command the battleship 
“Georgia” and in the same year was 
commissioned Captain. Upon completion 
of that duty he was ordered to Washing- 
ton where he was detailed as Director 
of Naval Intelligence. Service in com- 
mand of the battleship “Louisiana” fol- 
lowed until his retirement in 1913. 

Departmental records show that hi 
widow, Mrs. Marie V. D. Potts of 3! 
Kensington Place, Pasadena, Calif., 
his next of kin. She is accompanying 
the remains to Washington where inter- 
ment will be in the Arlington National 
Cemetery. A brother and a nephew live 
in Washington.

Cavalry Essential 
In Modern Warfare 


(Continued from Firs‘ Page.) 
though Cavalry units do suffer heavy 
losses and are at times repulsed without 
having gained their objective—Cavalry 
like Infantry must take its losses. 

During the World War many new in- 
ventions and appliances came into mili- 
tary use—notably airplanes, armored 
cars, tanks and motor transport. What 
effect have these inventions on the power 
and scope of Cavalry? The Cavalry has 
been aided by all of them. Motor trans- 
portation assists supply and increases 
cavalry’s radius of action. Tanks and 
armored cars cooperate with the Cavalry 
in reconnaissance, in maintaining liaison, 
and in giving additional fire power, thus 
supporting mounted attacks. In the air 
corps, the Cavalry has an important co- 
worker in reconnaissance. The Air Corps 
assists by pointing out the direction in 
which the Cavalry should advance, there- 
by expediting distant reconnaissance, 
with a saving in horse power and man 
power and conserving the Cavalry for 
the important missions which follow 
distant reconnaissance. As previously 
stated, the Cavalry must adapt these 
agencies to its needs in future. With 
reference to motor transportation, ar- 
mored cars and tanks, the requirements 
are exacting as no device can be made 
part of Cavalry armament and equip- 
ment that interferes with mobility. Thus 
far no armored machine that can operate 
over any terrain has been perfected for 
use with Cavalry. Development is going 
on and when perfection or near perfec- 
tion is reached we shall it is expected 
incorporate them in the Cavalry organ- 
ization. 

Cavalry Cannot Be Replaced. 

As previously stated, the greatest as- 
set of Cavalry is mobility. This char- 
acteristic is possessed in varying de- 
grees by aircraft, tanks, armored cars 
and motor trucks. It would, therefore, 
seem that these devices might be adapt- 
ed to act in masses and supplant Cavalry. 
This question has been very freely dis- 
cussed since the World War. The value 
of mechanical devices with Cavalry has 
already been noted and now let a few 
of their limitations be considered. In an 
official air service publication the follow- 
ing appears: “Cavalry can not be replaced 
by aviation in ordinary open warfare 
reconnaissance, for the principal reasons 
that (1) Cavalry can be used sucessfully 
for the purpose at night under all 
weather conditions and in thickly wooded 
or badly broken country, (2) Cavalry 
can give constant observation where even 
under favorable weather conditions ob- 
servation from airplanes is necessarily 
intermittent, (3) Cavalry can better de- 
termine the intentions of an enemy force 
as combat will usually be required, (4) 
Cavalry can secure details of informa- 
tion in reconnaissance such as identifica- 
tions, (5) Cavalry and not the air service 
can obtain complete negative informa- 
tion.” This states the case very clearly 
for the Cavalry and shows that the Air 
Corps recognize the place of Cavalry in 
reconnaissance as the Cavalry recognizes 
theirs. 

What has been said with reference to 
the Air Corps and other mechanical units 
is not to disparage thes: arms but to 
show that within its own sphere the 
Cavalry is indispensable in an Army. 
The theory has been advanced that in- 
fantry in trucks can be moved more 
quickly than Cavalry and hence could 
supplant the man of the horse. Trucks 
are slaves of the road. Obliged by rea- 
son of their vulnerability to stop far 
from the battle front they impose there- 
by additional fatigue upon the trans- 
ported troops, who will arrive moreover 
almost always only partially. equipped 
and supplied. Trucks and automobiles, 
when good roads are available, can make 
much better time for a longer period 
than horses, but will we have good 
roads in time of war? Figures show that 
with regard to the truck, sustained motor 
traffic is possible on less than four per 
cent of our roads. Rain, snow and mud 
are the arch enemies of motor traffic and 
this was so even in France where the 








best of roads exist. Trucks cannot operate 
off roads at night without headlights 
and then only over very level fields. 
Forests, culverts, and cultivated ground 
preclude such operations. 

The theory has been advanced that 
troops in the future will be transported 
in tanks or cross-country armored cars. 
Many limitations of the truck apply to 
the tank, although their mobility across 
country is better than that of motor 
trucks. Tanks are very vulnerable, half 
blind and difficult to maneuver in masses. 
They cannot successfully operate over 
broken ground without the support of 
friendly troops. They do not constitute 
a force that ean be used without support 
to accomplish any mission. Ground cap- 
tured by them cannot be held but must 
be taken over by other troops. But when 
the future shall develop them and re- 
move some of their shortcomings, how 
valuable a support they. will be to a 
Cavalry force. Another great objection 
to the use of tanks is the noise they 
make. At night a platoon of five tanks 
may be heard for at least a mile. 

Armored cars, tanks, and motor trucks 
are cotsly machines. The wastage in war 
would be great and enormous replace- 
ments would be necessary. In any move- 
ment it is certain that a number of 
machines will fall out. The 304th Brigade, 
Tank Corps, entered the Meuse-Argonne 
fight with 160 tanks on September 26 
and came out on November 1 with three 
tanks. Only 17 tanks were destroyed by 
fire or mines. The remaining tanks were 
put out of commission by mechanical 
troubles, incident to marches. 

In place of these costly machines, the 
Cavalry has the horse to transport its 
fire power to the designated scene of 
action, to maneuver, to attack suddenly 
and swiftly and by surprise. The horse 
exists in large numbers in the United 
States and mounted on him, the Cavalry 
can see well, move at speed with little 
loss across all sorts of country and offer 
a less excellent target for the artillery. 

Mechanical means have not supplanted 
the Cavalry and the wars of the future 
will be won, not by machinery but by the 
sweat and brawn of men and horses. 
The role of Cavalry has not diminished 
but, on the contrary, will appear on the 
morrow of the next war as great as it 
has been in the past. 

We predict that the Army which de- 
prives itself of Cavalry in the false be- 
lief that mechanical apparatus affords 
a substitute for this indispensable arm, 
will find itself in the next war at a tre- 
mendous disadvantage against an enemy 
which has had the foresight to retain in 
adequate strength its mounted forces,
